T he first session of |t he nineteenth 
annual convention of th e United 
States Potters' association was held 
at the Arlington Hotel today. 
T here 
were about 50 members of the asso­ 
ciation 
present. 
Including William 
burgess, of Trenton. N. 
president; 
Charles W. Franzhelm, of Wheeling, 
W. Va., first vice president; It. C. 
Simms, of East Liverpool, third vice 
president; J. IL Goodwin, of East 
Liverpool, treasurer, and Alfred Day, 
of Steubenville, ()., secretary. 
President burgess, in 
his annual 
address, spoke of the outlook for the 
m anufacturing potters as the most 
encouraging in the history ®f th e in­ 
dustry. 
Referring to th e action of 
congress In its last session in reducing 
the customs duties on plain white 
pottery from 55 per cent to 30. and on 
decorated ware from 60 to .‘15 per cent. 
he said th a t never before had the pot­ 
tery industry received such a blow, 
and never before bad it been so out­ 
rageously treated. 
T he tim e of th e association tills 
morning was devoted largely to dis­ 
cussing 
th e 
prospects 
of 
future 
legislation in behalf of th e potting In­ 
dustry, and 
the chances of having
